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ANNOUNCEMENT. 


The  Forty-fourth  Session  will  commence  on  Friday,  Oct.  ist, 
1897. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  recognized  by  the  Royal  Colleges  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  London  and  Edinburgh,  so  that  those 
possessing  the  Degree  of  M.D.  from  Queen’s  University,  are  entitled 
to  all  the  privileges  in  Great  Britain  that  are  accorded  to  the  students 
and  graduates  of  other  Colonial  Colleges  and  Universities. 

The  medical  department  occupies  very  commodious  premises 
immediately  adjacent  to  Queen’s  College,  the  School  of  Mining  and 
Agriculture,  and  the  Hospital.  The  Dissecting  Room  is  large,  well 
lighted  and  ventilated  ; the  class  rooms  are  commodious  and  com- 
fortable. The  Museum,  and  the  Histological  and  Pathological 
Laboratory,  recently  fitted  up,  are  on  the  first  floor,  and  are  supplied 
with  all  the  necessary  modern  apparatus  for  the  practical  teaching  of 
those  important  branches  of  the  Medical  Curriculum — such  as  micro- 
scopes, microtomes,  warming  stage,  staining  fluids,  mounting  ma- 
terials, and  other  appliances.  Students  are  aflbrded  superior  advan- 
tages for  examining  morbid  specimens  and  for  the  study  of  Histology 
and  Bacteriology. 

Instruction  in  every  branch  is  given  by  lectures,  recitations  and 
clinical  teaching,  and  is  made  as  thorough  and  practical  as  possible. 
The  faculty,  having-  now  at  its  command  all  the  apparatus  and  appli- 
ances necessary  for  imparting  a spund  medical  education  in  every 
branch  of  the  Curriculum,  is  in  a position  to  offer  to  students  all  the 
advantages  to  be  obtained  anywhere  else  in  the  Dominion. 

An  abundant  supply  of  dissecting  material  affords  unrivalled 
opportunities  for  the  study  of  Practical  Anatomy,  the  foundation  of 
all  medical  knowledge. 

The  Kingston  General  Hospital  and  Hotel  Dieu,  both  within  a 
few  minutes’  walk  of  the  University  buildings,  are  open  to  the 
students,  and  offer  every  facility  for  the  prosecution  of  clinical  studies. 
Students,  if  they  so  desire,  can  visit  the  Penitentiary  Hospital  with 
Dr.  Strange,  and  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  with  Dr.  Clarke,  the 
Superintendent,  in  addition  to  visiting  the  other  hospitals. 
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The  General  Hospital  has  now  accommodation  for  two  hundred 
'patients,  its  capacity  having  been  largely  increased  by  the  completion 
of  the  Nickle  wing.  Another  building,  a bequest  of  the  late  Michael 
Doran,  specially  for  Obstetric  and  Gynaecological  cases,  has  been 
erected.  A theatre  for  post  mortem  examinations  has  also  been  built. 
An  operating  amphitheatre,  the  gift  of  the  late  Dr.  K.  N.  Fenwick, 
was  built  two  years  ago  on  the  most  approved  modern  plans,  and 
specially  constructed  to  afford  students  every  facility  for  observing 
surgical  operations. 

Kingston  is,  moreover,  a healthful  and  pleasant  city,  while  the 
cheapness  of  living  is  such  as  to  commend  it  to  the  notice  of  all  in- 
tending students. 

Good  board  in  respectable  houses  may  be  obtained  at  prices 
ranging  from  $3.00  to  $4.00  per  week.  List  of  boarding  and  lodging 
houses  can  be  obtained  on  application  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Uni- 
versity.

Candidates  for  the  Degree  of  M.D.,  or  the  College  Diploma, 
must  have  completed  a period  of  four  years’  study,  which  must  com- 
prise four  winter  sessions  and  one  summer  session,  and  have  passed 
the  Matriculation  Examination  of  Queen’s  College,  as  follows,  or  an 
equivalent :

Noje. — All  students  must  take  Physics  during  their  first  year,  unless  they 
have  passed  previously  the  Primary,  the  Junior  or  the  Senior  Leaving  Examination 
in  Physics  of  the  Education  Department  or  an  equivalent. 
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At  any  centre  in  which  at  least  two  students  apply  for  Matricu- 
lation Examination  an  examination  shall  be  held  on  July  20th,  1897. 

Intending  matriculants  must  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  Medical 
Faculty  not  later  than  the  fifth  day  of  July,  1897.  The  usual  Fee 
($5.00)  must  be  sent  with  the  application. 

Graduates  and  Matriculants  in  Arts  from  any  recognized  Uni- 
versit}^,  and  all  who  have  passed  the  Matriculation  Examination  of 
the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario,  are  not  required  to  pass  the  above 
Matriculation  Examination. 

The  Matriculation  Examination  must  have  been  passed  before  a 
student  can  be  admitted  to  any  of  the  Professional  Examinations, 
although  lectures  may  be  attended  before  passing  it. 

Graduates  in  Arts  may  complete  their  Medical  Curriculum  in 
three  3^ears. 

Every  candidate  must  have  given  regular  attendance  on  full 
courses  of  instruction  in  the  following  departments  for  the  periods 
stated.

Examinations  in  the  spring  on  all  the  above  subjects,  leading  to  the  degree  of 
M.D.  (Doctor  of  Medicine). 

The  fee  for  the  above  course,  including  Registration,  Examination,  Labo- 
ratories, and  the  required  amount  of  dissection  material,  is  $95  per  session  ; if  paid 
on  or  before  October  31st,  the  fee  is  I90 ; after  that  date  the  fee  is  $95.  Special 
arrangements  will  be  made  as  to  fees  with  those  who  do  not  take  the  full  course  of 
any  year, 

5th  year  : — Operative  Surgery,  Cadaver,  Sectional  Anatomy,  Clinical  Medi- 
cine (including  Physical  Diagnosis),  Ophthalmology,  Mental  Diseases,  Clinical 
Surgery,  Diseases  of  Women,  Diseases  of  Children,  Practical  Pathology  and  Bac- 
teriology, with  special  attention  to  the  examination  of  urine,  sputum,  bile,  stomach 
contents,  etc. 

Examinations  in  the  spring  on  the  subjects  of  5th  year’s  course  leading  to  the 
degree  of  C.M. 
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The  above  course  of  study  may  have  been  pursued  either  wholly 
at  Queen’s  or  partly  at  Queen’s  and  partly  at  some  other  recognized 
Medical  School.  In  the  latter  case,  at  least  one  full  session  must 
have  been  spent  at  this  University. 

Certificates  of  attendance  on  lectures  are  accepted  from  incor- 
porated Medical  Schools  in  the  British  Dominions,  and  others  recog 
nized  by  British  Universities  and  licensing  Colleges.  Other  certifi- 
cates of  attendance  of  Lectures  may  be  accepted  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Faculty. 

Students  who  have  passed  the  Primary  Examination  in  Botany 
and  the  Senior  Leaving  Examination  in  Zoology  of  the  education 
department  will  not  be  required  to  attend  lectures  on  these  subjects 
during  their  medical  course. 

All  students  must  present  evidence  of  having  compounded 
medicine  for  a period  of  six  months,  in  the  office  of  a regularly 
qualified  Medical  Practitioner,  and  of  having  attended  at  least  six 
cases  of  Midwifery.  Students  must  also  present  evidence  of  having 
attended  six  post  mortem  examinations,  as  well  as  certificates  show- 
ing a practical  knowledge  of  the  use  of  the  microscope  and  ability  to 
prepare  specimens  for  the  microscope. 

Matriculated  students  or  graduates  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  who 
have  attended  during  their  course,  any  course  of  lectures,  or  of  prac- 
tical instruction  of  the  character  and  duration  required  by  the  Curri- 
culum in  Medicine,  may  obtain  certified  tickets  of  the  course,  on  pay- 
ment of  the  ordinary  fee  demanded  from  students  in  medicine,  less 
the  Laboratory  fees  paid  during  their  Arts  course.  ^ 

EXAMINATION  AND  GRADUATION. 

Every  candidate  intending  to  appear  at  the  Final  Examination 
must,  on  or  before  the  4th  day  of  March  in  the  year  in  which  he  pro- 
poses to  graduate,  present  to  the  Secretary  a declaration  under  his 
own  hand  that  he  is  twenty-one  years  of  age,  or  that  he  will  be  so 
before  the  day  of  graduation,  accompanied  by  a certificate  of  good 
moral  character,  and  a statement  of  his  medical  studies,  with  proper 
certificates. 

' EXAMINATIONS. 

Examinations  are  required  at  the  end  of  every  session,  as 
follows :

At  the  end  of  the  third  session  : — 

Practice  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology,  Pathology, 
Jurisprudence,  Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics  and  Pharmacy,  Medical  and  Surgical 
Anatomy. 

At  the  end  of  the  fourth  session  : — 

Practice  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics  and  Gynaecology,  Medical  and 
Surgical  Anatomy,  Pathology  and  Bacteriology, 

On  each  senior  paper  the  examiner  will  put  pass  and  honour 
questions.  Students  desiring  rank  must  answer  both. 

A condidate  cannot  obtain  University  rank  for  any  of  the  fore- 
going examinations  until  he  has  matriculated. 

Supplemental  Examinations  will  be  held  in  Convocation  Hall, 
commencing  Sept.  i6th,  at  lo  a.m. 

Students  in  Arts  who  have  the  study  of  Medicine  in  view  are 
advised  to  take  during  their  Arts  Course  the  Honour  subjects  in 
Animal  Biology  and  thus  complete  part  of  the  Practical  Anatomy, 
and  all  of  the  Physiology  and  Histology  of  their  medical  course.  An 
Arts  Degree  along  these  lines  shortens  by  one  year  the  course  of 
study  required  by  the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario.

Two  House  Surgeoncies  at  the  Kingston  General  Hospital,  of  twelve  months’ 
each,  are  to  be  awarded  to  the  two  students  making  the  highest  percentages  on  the 
examination  of  the  year.

The  University  Examinations  in  Medicine  will  begin  on  March 
25th,  1898. 

The  Examinations  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Council -will  be  held 
in  Kingston  in  May,  1898. 

All  who  desire  to  practise  medicine  in  Ontario  must  pass  the 
Matriculation  and  other  examinations  of  the  Medical  Council. 

All  announcements  and  regulations  contained  in  this  Calendar 
apply  to  the  current  session  only. 

All  applications  with  reference  to  Medical  Studies  must  be 
made  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty. 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

1.  THEORY  AND  PRACTICE  OF  MEDICINE.— (Prof.  Fowler). 

This  class  consists  of  a Senior  and  Junior  Course  of  fifty  lectures 
each,  embracing  the  following  divisions,  viz.  : The  General  Princi- 
ples of  Medicine,  the  Nature  and  Cause  of  Disease,  Symptoms, 
Intercurrent  Affections  during  the  course  of  a disease.  Diagnosis, 
Means  of  Prevention  and  General  and  special  treatment  ; together 
with  the  Classification  of  Diseases,  the  Morbid  Changes  of  the  differ- 
ent organs  and  structures  of  the  body  affected,  and  the  Hygienic 
management  of  patients. 

These  lectures  are  illustrated  by  plates,  morbid  specimens  and 
models  of  diseased  parts. 

2.  PRINCIPLES  AND  PRACTICE  OF  SURGERY.— (Prof.  Sullivan). 

This  course  consists  of  100  lectures,  part  of  which  will  be  given 
in  the  class  room  of  the  college  and  part  in  the  Hotel  Dieu  Hospital, 
In  the  latter  institution  patients  illustrating  the  lectures  will  be  ex- 
hibited to  the  class  and  operations  performed  in  the  presence  of  the 
students. 

These  Lectures,  besides  the  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery, 
will  Include  a course  of  Surgical  Anatomy  and  Surgical  Pathology, 
illustrated  by  plates,  models  and  specimens,  explaining  the  most 
recent  theories.  The  use  of  instruments  and  surgical  apparatus  and 
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appliances  is  taught ; the  chief  operations  are  performed  on  a cada- 
ver, and  advantage  is  taken  to  give  a concise  and  practical  course  in 
special  surgery,  introducing  the  latest  and  most  improved  operations 
and  modes  of  treatment  with  the  use  of  such  instruments  as  are  em- 
ployed in  special  surgery. 

3.  OBSTETRICS  AND  DISEASES  OF  WOMEN.— (Prof.  R.  W.  Garrett). 

This  course  consists  of  100  Lectures,  embracing  the  Principles 
and  Practice  of  Obstetrics  and  a full  course  on  Gynaecology,  illus- 
trated by  drawings,  models,  the  use  of  artificial  pelvis,  etc. 

The  class  will  be  admitted  in  sections  to  see  the  operations  in 
the  Doran  Building. 

Ample  opportunities  will  be  afforded  to  the  students  for  studying 
this  important  branch  practically,  as  they  will  be  arranged  in  classes 
to  attend  the  Obstetric  practice  of  the  Hospital. 

Full  instructions  will  be  given  for  the  after-management  of 
Obstetric  Cases  ; and  the  accidents  and  diseases  of  that  critical  period 
will  be  properly  discussed,  and  also  the  diseases  of  infancy  and  early 
childhood. 

4.  MATERIA  MEDICA,  THERAPEUTICS  AND  PHARMACY.— (Prof. 

Campbell.) 

In  this  course,  which  consists  of  100  Lectures,  all  the  important 
drugs  used  in  medical,  surgical  and  obstetrical  practice  will  be  fully 
described  and  their  properties,  preparations  and  doses  given.  Their 
therapeutic  action,  and  the  conditions  in  which  a particular  medicine 
of  a certain  class  is  more  suitable  than  others  of  the  same  class,  will 
receive  special  attention.  Instruction  in  Prescription  Writing  forms 
a characteristic  feature  of  the  Materia  Medica  course. 

This  course  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  and  specimens  of  the 
various  drugs  and  chemicals  used  in  medicine. 

5.  ANATOMY.— ("Prof.  Ryan.) 

Anatomy  is  taught  in  the  most  practical  manner  possible. 

Five  Lectures  a week  are  given  in  the  Anatomy  class-room,  and 
are  fully  illustrated  by  recent  dissections  on  the  cadaver,  and  also  by 
plates,  drawings  and  preparations. 

Four  of  the  best  dissectors  among  the  third  year  students  are 
chosen  each  session  diS  prosectors^  and  these,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Professor,  make  careful  dissectiong  of  the  parts  to  fie  brought  before 
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the  class.  Thus  students  not  only  hear  a description  of  the  tissues  of 
the  body,  but  see  them  properly  dissected  and  lying  in  their  natural 
relations  to  each  other.  Every  facility  for  studying  Anatomy  is 
afforded  the  students,  and  prizes  are  given  at  the  end  of  the  session 
for  the  best  examinations  passed. 

6.  ANIMAL  BIOLOGY,  INCLUDING  PHYSIOLOGY  AND  HISTOLOGY.— 

/'Prof.  Knight.) 

This  includes  an  elementar}^  course  of  lectures  and  demonstra- 
tions on  Animal  Biology  and  Physiology  for  first  year  students,  and 
a course  of  lectures  on  Physiology  for  second  year  students. 

The  electric  lantern  is  used  extensively  in  illustrating  topics, 
biology,  physiology  and  histology. 

Students  are  instructed  in  the  use  of  various  physiological  in- 
struments, such  as  the  sphygmograph,  spirometer,  manometer,  etc., 
and  everything  is  done,  as  far  as  time  will  permit,  to  make  them 
practically  acquainted  with  modern  physiology,  its  methods,  its  de- 
ductions, and  the  basis  upon  which  the  latter  rest. 

The  minute  anatomy  of  the  various  tissues  and  organs  will  be 
illustrated  by  lantern  slides,  diagrams,  and  a large  number  of  sections 
of  both  fresh  and  prepared  tissues  which  will  be  furnished  to  each 
student,  for  examination  under  the  microscope.  These  sections  must 
be  carefully  studied,  drawn  and  described  in  a blank  book  specially 
provided  for  the  purpose ; and  this  sessional  work,  if  satisfactory, 
will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  a practical  examination  in  histology  at  the 
end  of  the  season. 

7.  THEORETICAL‘CHEMISTRY~(Prof.  Goodwin  and  Dr.  Wood.) 

This  course  comprises  Chemical  Physics,  Chemical  Philosphy, 
Inorganic  and  Organic  Chemistry. 

The  Lectures  are  fully  illustrated  by  experiments. 

8.  PRACTICAL  CHEMISTRY— (Dr.  Wood.) 

(a)  Qualitative  analysis  including  the  testing  of  simple  solutions 
and  powders  by  wet  and  dry  methods,  and  testing  for  the  commoner 
poisons. 

(b)  Practical  course  in  physiological  chemistry,  including  urin- 
alysis, the  examination  of  proteids,  carbo  hydrates,  fats,  digestive 
fluids,  bile,  blood  and  milk.

9.  MEDICAL  JURISPRUDENCE— (Prof.  Cunningham.) 

This  course  includes  documentary  and  oral  evidence,  identifica- 
tion, real  and  apparent  death,  autopsies,  the  taking  down  of  evidence, 
the  appearance  of  wounds  and  other  external  injuries  before  and  after 
death,  effects  of  suffocation,  drowning,  the  detection  of  blood  stains, 
seminal  fluid,  etc.  ; the  evidence  of  rape,  criminal  abortion,  conceal- 
ment of  pregnancy  and  infanticide  , insanity,  feigned  diseases,  impo- 
tence, sterility,  legitimacy,  survivorship,  life  assurance,  malpractice, 
and  Medical  Toxicology.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  with  plates  and 
specimens  when  necessary. 

10.  PRACTICAL  ANATOMY— (Dr.  V.  D.  Sullivan). 

The  Dissecting  Room  will  be  open  from  8 a.m.  to  6 p.m.  for 
the  use  of  the  students ; and  instruction  will  be  given  every  day  in 
dissecting,  and  in  the  details  of  Practical  Anatomy,  by  the  Demon- 
strator or  his  assistants.  Students  are  furnished  with  material  for 
dissection,  of  which  there  is  always  an  abundant  supply  in  the 
institution. 

11.  CLINICAL  MEDICINE— (Prof.  Herald). 

1.  Clinical  study  of  Diseases,  with  reports  of  cases. 

2.  The  instruments  employed  in  the  diagnosis  of  disease. 

3.  Physical  diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  heart  and  lungs. 

4.  Physical  diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  abdomen. 

5.  The  chemical  and  microscopical  examination  of  the  blood) 
expectoration,  vomited  matters  and  urine. 

12.  CLINICAL  SURGERY— (Prof.  Anglin). 

These  Lectures  are  given  upon  the  various  Surgical  cases  in  the 
wards  of  the  General  Hospital.  They  are  delivered  at  the  bedside 
or  in  the  Theatre  of  the  Hospital.  When  the  Lectures  are  delivered 
in  the  Theatre  the  patients  are  brought  in  and  their  diseases  exhibited 
to  the  class  ; the  symptoms,  diagnosis,  treatment,  course  and  pro- 
bable termination  of  them  are  pointed  out,  and  all  the  circumstances 
attending  their  cases  thoroughly  impressed  upon  the  minds  of  the 
students.  When  requiring  it  the  Lectures  are  elucidated  by  plates, 
surgical  apparatus,  morbid  specimens,  models,  etc.  All  operations 
are  performed  in  presence  of  the  class. 

Special  instruction  will  be  given  in  the  application  of  splints, 
bandages  and  antiseptic  appliances. 
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13.  SANITARY  SCIENCE— (Prof.  W.  T.  Connell). 

The  Lectures  in  this  subject  are  held  during  the  summer  session 
only. 

Lectures  will  cover:  Food,  Water,  Air  and  Ventilation,  Sewage 
Disposal,  Dwellings,  Hospitals,  Climate  and  Soil  in  their  relations  to 
the  Public  Health.  The  nature,  methods  of  spread  and  means  of 
prevention  of  the  Infective  Diseases  will  also  be  considered,  including 
Isolation,  Disinfection,  Quarantine,  and  Disposal  of  the  Dead. 

14.  BOTANY— (Prof  Fowler). 

During  the  summer  session  onl}^  The  Lectures  will  be  illus- 
trated by  drawings,  microscope  sections,  dried  specimens  and  living 
plants. 

15.  PATHOLOGY  AND  BACTERIOLOGY— (Prof.  W.  T.  Connell). 

The  courses  and  teaching  in  these  subjects  comprise : — 

1.  A series  of  Lectures,  two  per  week  during  the  winter  Session, 
on  General  Pathology  and  Morbid  Anatomy  for  students  of  the  third 
year.  These  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  diagrams  and 
morbid  specimens. 

2.  A weekly  demonstration  in  Morbid  Histology  during  the 
winter  Session  for  third  year  students.  From  four  to  six  sections  are 
prepared  and  demonstrated  each  week,  so  that  a representative  series 
of  specimens  of  diseased  tissues  are  thus  acquired  by  students. 

3.  A series  of  Lectures  and  Demonstrations  on  Morbid  Anatomy 
for  students  of  the  fourth  year.  Two  hours  per  week  will  be  spent 
during  three  months  of  the  winter  Session. 

4.  Each  student  during  his  third  year  will  be  required  to  spend 
from  three  to  four  weeks  in  the  Laboratory  in  assisting  to  prepare, 
stain  and  mount  microscopic  specimens  of  morbid  tissues  for  class 
use. 

5.  Students  will  be  taken  in  rotation  to  assist  in  making  post 
mortem  sections,  and  in  making  report  of  such  examinations.  Stu- 
dents must  attend  at  least  six  autopsies.  Autopsies  are  held  at  the 
mortuaries  of  the  General  Hospital  and  of  Rockwood  Hospital. 

6.  A series  of  Lectures,  followed  by  practical  instruction  and 
work  in  Bacteriology,  will  be  held  during  three  months  of  the  winter 
Session.  This  course  is  required  to  complete  the  work  in  Pathology 
and  Bacteriology  for  the  fourth  year.  Each  student  will  have  prac- 
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tical  instruction  in  culturemethods,  examination  of  pure  cultures  and 
examination  Bacteriologically  of  secretions  and  excretions  of  the  body, 
with  strict  reference  to  the  bearing  of  such  on  Practical  Medicine. 

16.  MEDICAL  AND  SURGICAL  ANATOMY -(Prof.  Mundell). 

3rd  Year. — Ligature  of  Arteries,  Anatomical  Relations  to  Frac- 
tures and  Displacement,  &c. 

4th  Year. — Same  as  third  year,  in  addition  to  Topographical 
Anatomy  and  Operative  Surgery. 

Prosectors  to  the  chair  of  Surgical  Anatomy  (4),  each  of  whom 
a diploma  of  merit  is  awarded. 

17.  PRACTICAL  PHARMACY--(Prof.  Campbell). 

This  course  consists  of  25  Lectures,  illustrated  by  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Preparations ; the  dispensing  of  Prescriptions,  illustrating  the 
Chemical  and  Physical  incompatibilities  ; and  the  testing  ot  Drugs 
especially  so  as  to  distinguish  those  which  in  appearance  closely 
resemble  each  other. 

18.  DISEASES  OF  THE  EYE,  EAR,  THROAT  AND  NOSE— (Dr.  J.  C. 

Connell). 

A complete  course  is  given  during  the  summer  session,  at  the 
close  of  which  a special  examination  is  held  and  a certificate  granted 
to  those  who  pass.  The  course  includes  private  instruction  in  the 
use  of  the  Opthalmoscope  and  Laryngoscope,  students  being  taken  in 
rotation  to  Dr.  Connell’s  office.  During  the  winter  session  operations 
and  clinics  are  given  in  connection  with  Clinical  Surgery.

Attendance  for  the  Summer  Session  must  be  certified  by  the 
Lecturers  at  the  close  of  the  Session. 

The  fee  for  the  Summer  Session  is  $25.  Tickets  may  be  obtain- 
ed from  the  Dean  of  the  Faculty. 

Examinations  will  be  held  at  the  close  of  the  summer  session  in 
the  subjects  of  Botany,  Sanitary  Science,  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat.

SECTION  1. 

MATRICULATION. 

1.  Every  one  desirous  of  being  registered  as  a Matriculated 
Medical  Student  in  the  Register  of  this  College,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  must  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  November,  present  to 
the  Registrar  of  this  College  the  Official  Certificate  of,  having  passed 
the  Department  Art  Pass  Matriculation  Examination,  and  in  addition 
Physics  and  Chemistry,  whereupon  he  or  she  shall  be  entitled  to  be 
so  registered  upon  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  and  giving  proof  of 
identity. 

2.  Graduates  in  Arts,  in  any  University  in  her  Majesty’s  Do- 
minions, are  not  required  to  pass  this  examination,  but  may  register 
their  names  with  the  Registrar  of  the  College  upon  giving  satisfactory 
evidence  of  their  identity  and  certificate  of  qualifications,  and  upon 
paying  the  fee  of  twenty  dollars. 

3.  Every  Medical  Student  after  Matriculating  shall  be  registered 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Council,  and  this  shall  be  held  to  be 
the  preliminary  to  his  medical  studies,  which  will  not  be  considered 
to  begin  until  after  the  date  of  such  registration. 

4.  Matriculants  in  Arts  in  any  Canadian  University  prior  to 
November,  1895,  are  entitled  to  be  registered  ; also  any  student  now 
at  the  end  of  second  year,  whose  matriculation  has  not  been  com- 
pleted, can  take  the  Primary  of  the  Council  conditionally. 


SECTION  2. 

MEDICAL  CURRICULUM. 

I.  On  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  ^892,  every  student  must 
spend  a period  of  five  years  in  actual  professional  studies,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided ; and  the  prescribed  period  of  studies  shall  in- 
clude four  Winter  Sessions  of  six  months  each  and  one  Summer 
Session  of  ten  weeks.  The  fifth  year  shall  be  devoted  to  clinical 
work,  six  months  of  which  may  be  spent  with  a Registered  Prac- 
titioner in  Ontario,  and  six  months  at  one  or  more  Public  Hospitals, 
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Dispensaries  or  Laboratories  devoted  to  Physiological  or  Pathological 
research,  Canadian,  British  or  foreign,  attended  after  being  regis- 
tered as  a Medical  Student  in  the  Register  of  the  College  of  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons  of  Ontario, — “ But  any  change  in  the  curriculum 
of  studies  fixed  by  the  Council  shall  not  come  into  effect  until  one 
year  after  such  change  is  made.” 

Homoeopathic  Students  who  attend  four  sessions  at  any  medical 
college  where  nine  months  sessions  are  taught,  to  be  held  equal  to 
four  Winter  sessions  and  one  Summer  session  of  this  College.  This 
shall  not  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  practical  and  clinical  work  as 
prescribed  by  the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario  for  the  fifth  year. 

2.  Graduates  in  Arts  or  Science  of  any  College  or  University 
recognized  b}’^  the  Council  who  shall  have  spent  a year  in  the  study 
of  Physics,  Chemistry  and  Biology,  and  have  passed  an  examination 
in  these  subjects  for  degrees  in  Arts  or  Science,  shall  be  held  to  have 
completed  the  first  year  of  the  five  years  of  Medical  study,  and  will 
only  be  required  to  pass  three  years  after  graduating  in  attendance 
upon  Medical  studies,  and  having  spent  one  year  thereafter  in  prac- 
tical clinical  work  before  being  admitted  to  their  Final  Examination. 

No  tickets  for  lectures  will  henceforth  be  accepted  by  the  Coun- 
cil unless  it  is  endorsed  thereon  that  the  pupil  had  attended  at  least 
75  per  cent,  of  each  course  of  said  Lectures,  as  shown  by  the  teacher’s 
own  roll. 

3.  Application  for  every  professional  examination  must  be  made 
to  the  Registrar  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario 
two  weeks  prior  to  the  examination.  No  application  will  be  received 
unless  accompanied  by  the  necessary  tickets  and  certificates,  and  by 
Treasurer’s  receipt  showing  that  fees  have  been  paid. 

4.  Each  “ Six  Months  ” Course  of  not  less  than  fifty  lectures, 
and  each  “ Three  Months’  Course  ” of  not  less  than  Twenty-five 
lectures. 

5.  Every  student  must  attend  the  undermentioned  courses  of 
lectures  in  a University,  College  or  School  of  Medicine  approved  of 
by  the  Council,  viz.  — :

6.  Every  candidate  will  be  required  to  prove  that  he  has  care- 
fully dissected  the  adult  human  body. 

7.  Also  must  have  attended  the  practice  of  a General  Hospital 
for  twenty-four  months  during  the  first  four  years  of  stud}^ 

8.  Also  must  have  attended  six  cases  of  Midwifery. 

9.  Also,  must  before  being  registered  as  a member  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  have  passed  all  the  Examina- 
tions hereinafter  prescribed,  and  attained  the  full  age  of  twenty-one 
years. 

10.  Graduates  in  Medicine  from  recognized  Colleges  outside  the 
Dominion  of  Canada,  who  desire  to  qualify  themselves  for  registra- 
tion, must  pass  the  Matriculation  required  by  the  Council ; and  must 
attend  one  or  more  full  Winter  Courses  of  Lectures  in  one  of  the 
Ontario  Medical  Schools,  and  must  complete  fully  the  Practical  and 
Clinical  Curriculum  required  by  the  Council  after  the  fourth  year, 
and  shall  pass  before  the  Examiners  appointed  by  the  Council  all  the 
Examinations  hereinafter  prescribed,  so  as  to  complete  fully  the 
Curriculum. 
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II.  That  British  Registered  Medical  Practitioners  on  paying  all 
fees  and  passing  the  Intermediate  and  Final  Examinations  be  regis- 
tered, provided  they  have  been  domiciled  in  Britain  for  five  years 
after  becoming  so  registered. 


SECTION  3. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

1.  The  Professional  Examinations  are  divided  into  three  parts  : 
a “ Primary,”  “ Intermediate,”  and  “ Final.” 

2.  The  Primary  Examination  shall  be  undergone  after  the  second 
Winter  Session,  and  the  Intermediate  after  the  third  or  fourth  Winter 
Session,  the  Final  after  the  fifth  year. 

3.  The  following  branches  shall  be  embraced  in  the  Primary 
Examination  : 

a.  Anatomy. 

b.  Physiology  and  Histology. 

c.  Chemistry  (Theoretical  and  Practical). 

d.  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy. 

4.  Every  Candidate  for  the  Primary  Examination  will  be  re- 
quired to  present  with  his  Lecture  Tickets,  a Certificate  of  having 
undergone  and  passed  an  Examination  at  the  School  he  has  attended 
at  the  close  of  his  first  Winter  Session,  on  Primary  Branches.  Also 
a Certificate  of  ability  to  make  and  mount  Microscopic  Specimens. 

5.  Each  Candidate  for  Final  Examination  must  present  a Cer- 
tificate of  attendance  at  six  post  mortem  Examinations,  and  a Certifi- 
cate of  ability  to  draw  up  a report  of  a Post  Mortem  Examination  ; 
and  a Certificate  of  having  reported  satisfactorily  Six  Cases  of  Clini- 
cal Medicine,  and  six  Cases  of  Clinical  Surgery,  and  of  having  passed 
his  Intermediate  Examination.  The  Certificates  to  be  signed  by  the 
Teachers  referred  to  upon  these  subjects,  or  the  Practitioner  holding 
Post  Mortem. 

Also,  all  Candidates  shall  (except  Arts  Graduates)  present  a 
Certificate  of  having  passed  at  the  close  of  their  third  session  in  the 
College  or  School  they  may  have  attended,  an  examination  in  such 
parts  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  and  Midwifery  as  may  be  thought  ad- 
I visable  by  the  Faculties  of  the  respective  Colleges  or  Schools.  This 
i examination  is  not  in  any  way  to  interfere  with  any  of  the  examina- 
f tions  of  the  Council.
